(BALLOON, CAUGHT 


IN STORM, LANDS 
SAFELY AT NIGHT 


William F. Assman Accom- 
plishes Almost Impossible 
Flight of 206 Miles. 


After a spectacufar flight of 206 miles, 
tr, 
in whidy his balloon was soaked with 


rain and beaten by hal, William F. 
Assmann, amateur aeronaut of St. Lou- 
is, landed two and a half miles north 
of Macomb, IIl., at 11:20 o’clock Sunday 
night, exactly’ four hours after his as- 
cension. 

By the aid of iNghtning flashes, he ac- 
complished one of the most difficult 
feats known to balloonists—making a 
landing et night without personal’ in- 
jury. 

He landed in a creek, and escaped 
death but narrowly. His basket rested 
on the ground, and beneath that he 
spent a cheerless night, soaked to the 
skin and shivering with cold. 

At noon Monday the balloon was still 
in the water, but Assmann managed to 
get into Macomb and to telephone the 
news of his flight to H. Eugene Honey- 





| well, who assisted him in starting. 


This was Assmann’s fifth flight. He 

made it partly to qualify himself for a 
pilot’s license, and partly with a view 
of anticipating the attempt of Prof. 
David Todd of Amherst College, Massa- 
chusetts, to view Halley’s comet from a 
balloon. In this he failed. 
. Assmann sailed in the smallest balloon 
owned by the Aero Club of St. Louis, 
the Missouri, and started from the Aero 
Club’s grounds on Newstead avenue, at 
7:20 p. m. Sunday. 

He drifted in a northeasterly direction 
almost at once and kept it throughout. 
Macomb is southwest of Peoria, I)l., 
and about 55 miles northeast of. Hanni- 
bal, Mo. 

The daring amateur was traveling at 
an altitude of 8500 feet when he was 
struck by a night storm—one of the 
things most feared by aseronauts. A 
southern current carried him back to- 
ward Macomb, and ‘was theh tossed 
about by up and down currents. The 
bag shot up several hundred feet and 
then descended just as rapidly. 


accidentally. It was pitch dark, and 
vivid flashes of lightning warned him 
of the rain, which soon descended upon 
him in torrents. 

Hail struck the balioon as it was pass- 
ing through the clouds, and the drop 
earthward was terrifying. The basket 
dragged along the tops of high trees, 
and Assmann does not know exactly 
how he thanaged to land, excepting that 
he pulled the valve and jumped when 
the balloon came to a clear space. 

In the jiimp, he lost his watch and 
the long-distance glasses through which 
he had hoped to view the comet. 

Assman was éxpected back in St. 
Louis late Monday night. He is a mer- 
chant tailor at 413 Walnut street. 
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‘Part of the ballast was dumped out 





water, which drips or runs down into 
‘the basket and the sand. In omer to 
offset the contraction of the gas, the 
pilot must throw out five sacks (200 
pounds) of ballast, and when evapora- 
tion comes he shoots up from 8,000 to 
10,000 feet. Assmann. was not prepared 
for such a trip as this, as he carried 
only 280 pounds of sand.”

Centenary Fell Behind After 
the Boom Period of the 
World’s Fair. 


MOVE WAS WESTWARD 


Dr. Andrews Resentful at 
Dr. McMurry Because of 
Rich Man’s Opposition. 


A dispatch from’ Louisville to the 
Pest-Dispatch Monday stated that the 
Rev. W. F. McMurry, former pastor of 
Centenary Church, St. Louis, and a 
prominent candidate for bishop at the 
General Conference of tHe Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in Asheville, 
N. C., this week, left Sunday night for 
Asheville. 

He was in Louisville only a few hours 
Sunday, and made no public statement 
bearing on his controversy with the Rev. 
Ww. F. Andrews of Houston, Tex., who 
succeeded him at Centenary. Andrews, 
by repeating gossip he heard from mem- 
bers of that church, started an imbroglio 
which it is believed will have an im- 
portant. bearing on the election for 
bishop. 

As told in the Post- Dispatch Sunday, 
the Rev. Dr. W. F. Packard of Houston, 
Andrews’ chief. champion, has caused 
the printing of a circular, copies of 
which Packard says he will place in the 
hands of every delegate at Asheville. 
This circular will tell why Andrews 
withdrew the apology and retraction 
whieh he gave McMurry March 10, and 
will make clear the nature of the reports 
which caused the difficulty. 

Churchmen Are Interested. 

The McMurry-Andrews difficulty was 
a leading topic of conversation in the 
aisles and lobbies of St. Louis Metho- 
dist churches Sunday. Interest in the 
matter was almost as great among other 
congregations as it was at Centenary 
Church. The discussion was largely fa- 
vorable to Dr. McMurry, who has many 
strong adherents among St. Louis cler- 
gymen-and wealthy laymen. 

Some of the circumstances of the Mc- 
Murry and Andrews pastorates at Cen- 
tenary Church, and some things to 
which the later hostility of the two 
ministers has been attributed, were re- 
lated to a Post-Dispatch reporter Mon- 
day by a former officer of the church. 

“Dr. McMurry’s pastorate,’ said this 
man, “was during the World’s Fair 
‘boom’ period. The neighborhood of the 
church filled up with people, congrega- 
tions were big, and Dr. McMurry’s en- 
ergetic methods brought hundreds into 
the church membership. 

Decline in Membership. 

“After the fair, the decline: had to 
come. It began before Dr. McMurry 
left the pastorate. The next spring he 
under took the church extension work, 
but retained the pastorate of Centenary; 
and the pulpit was supplied by one min- 
ister after another. This was not satis: 
factory to the congregation and a peti- 
tion was started for the appointment 
of a minister. 

“On the day when this petition was to 
be presented, Dr. McMurry. appeared 
and announced that the Rev. Dr. S. H. 
Wainright, now presiding elder, had 
been appointed to the pulpit. This ap- 
pointment gave great satisfaction, but 
Dr. Wainright only served the year ott, 
and the Rev. Dr. Sam R. Hay was then 
appointed. 

“Dr. Hay was a man of great intel- 
lectual power, a strong speaker and had 
a splendid record of successful pastor- 
ates. But he could not turn the tide of 
removals westward, or change the other 
conditions \ hich were causing a decline 
in the church. He remained only a year, 
though the officers of the church de- 
sired him to stay, then obtained a trans- 
fer to Texas. 

Antagonized Wealthy Man. 

“When Dr. Andrews came from Little 
Rock, the decline was well under way. 
He could not have stopped it, but he 
was so unfortunate as to antagonize 
some of the leading supporters of the 
church, One of these; who is the largest 
contributor to the church finances and 
who is a bosom friend of Dr. McMurry, 
gave a dinner to the other officers of 
the church at a downtown club near the 
end of the second year of Dr. Andrews’ 
pastorate. 

“In his after-dinner talk he mentioned 
that the conference was about to meet, 
and asked what recommendation the 
chureh officers desired to make as to 
the pastorate, He then asked that all 
who wished Dr. Andrews to remain 
hold up their hands. In the entire com- 
pany of 30 or more men, not a hand 
was raised, ’ 

‘Dr. Andrews learned of this and was 
ceeply offended. He obtained a trans- 
fer to Texas, and it was not unnatural 
for him to include McMurry in his feel- 
ing of resentment against . McMurry’s 
influential friends. In accouating for’ 
conditions at the church, he seems .to 
have told his friends in Texas. that the 
gossip about Dr. McMurry had hurt the 
church, and to have repeated the |

HEALTH LONG BROKEN 


Career Began in Railroad Cir- 
cles, but Study Opened 
Newspaper Field. 


4 
Charles Loveland Deyo, an editorial 
writer on the staff of the Post-Dis- 
patch, died Sunday at 12:3 ‘p. m. in 


his residence, 8739 Windsor place. He 
was born in Milwaukee 52 years ago 
and grew to manhood in Louisiana, Mo., 
where his father, Dr. David L. Deyo, 
was for many years a practicing physi- 
cian. There he learned telegraphy and 
became. station agent of the Chicago & 
Alton. 

On the meager educational foundation 
afforded by the Louisiana schools he 
developed by much reading a knowledge 
structure as broad as is attained by 
faithful students in universities. He 
came to St. Louis in 188 that he might 
be near books and took a position in 
the auditor’s office of the _ Wabash. 
When that system was divided he went 
to the Chicage headquarters of the 
Eastern branch and became an auditor 
of station accounts. All the while he 
was reading diligently. 

Came te Post-Dispatch in 1889, 

In 1889 he joined the staff of the Post- 
Dis spatch, serving continuously, save 
during periods when the state of his 
health compelled him to be absent, until 
the beginning of his last illness. In the 
early days of his connection he began 
the department of answers to corre- 
spondents, which he conducted for sev- 
eral years. So varied had his reading 
been, and so retentivA was his memory, 
that he was able to wer without ref- 
erence to other autlorities questions on 
hundreds of topics of which the average 
man has no accurate knowledge. 

He was never physically strong, and a 
malady developed which he was unable 
to shake off. At one period he spent a 
year in the mountains of North Carolina 
in and rear Asheville, but with em 
benefit to his health. 

Because of his studious nature he was 
not widely known outside a circle of 
highly cultured people; but those who 
counted themselves his friends valued 
him highly for his great intellectual at- 
tainments, high sense of honor and de- 
votion to. the loftiest ideals. 

He was a profound student of social 
economics in which he specialized as an

Dispatch, whose.interest in the subject 
of social reformation is keen, have de- 
rived much satisfaction and broad in- 
formation from his editorials, which had 
a great educative influence. For years 
he conducted a voluminous correspon- 
dence with great men who have writ- 
ten in his specialty and who held him in 
the highest esteern.

A VOICE FROM THE PAST. 

We are familiar in these days with talk of “ad- 
ministration bills.” We not only have the phrase, 
but we have the idea and the thing. An adminis- 
tration bill is in fact a salient feature not only 
of legislation but of party politics. We could 
hardly “do politics” in our time without it. How 
atrangely does it sound then to hear a voice ia 
the halls of Congress declaring that such bills are 
unknown to our constitution. What shall we say 
to this declaration of the Hon. Andrew J. Peters 
of Massachusetts, in discussing the Interstate 
Commerce Court bill? 

Of the advantages of a plan of government under 
which bills are drawn and introduced by a responsible 
ministry much may be said; Our Government is 
founded on a different theory. I object to a plan 
by which bills are drawn by the President and Cabi- 
net, introduced and labeled “Administration bills,’ 

and the support of such bills demanded as party 
loyalty. Such a method destroys in members and in 
chairmen a sense of responsibility. The person who 
draws them is not a member of the committee by 
which they are considered and does not appear on the 
floor to defend them, and as in all foreign coun- 
tries where this system is in use, there is no respon- 
sible ministry to suffer by their defeat. The present 


innovation ‘is an attempt to bind members to support 
by party ties, without the proper assumption of party 


responsibility for the failure of a measure which 


does not secure legislative sanction. 

That would have been great oratory in the days 
when Van Buren was President. It would have 
thrilled the country. How Calhoun and Clay and 
Benton and Webster would have filled the em- 
pyrean with lightning cnd thunder had any “ad- 
ministration” undertaken to force bills upon their 
votes! But times have changed. Executive power 
has long since intruded itself into legislative 
authority. There is no longer any concealment of 
the matter, So the speech of the gentleman from 
Massachusetts does not startle us like a clap of 
live thunder fin the mountains; but sounds rather 
like a murmur from the tomb, a rustle disturbing 
nothing but the dust of bygone years.
